EUROPE’S WAR 
‘CYCLES - 


Treaties designed to change 
the face of Europe have seldom, 
if ever, had more than a transi- 
tory effect, and history would" 
seem to indicate that the latest 
developments in) Europe -are 
almost regular processes with 
many precedents. Frequently 
since the duys of the Normans, 
and perhaps — long before 
that, the phenomenon of one 
state ‘ absorbing its neighbours 
has been witnessed, until finally 
& conflagration of, greater or 
lesser degree has undone de- 
cades or centuries of intrigue 
and diplomacy by ambitious or 
patriotic statesmen, and redis- 
tributed once again the limited 
land with greater’ regard for 
natural ethnological and geogra- 
phical boundaries, But, there- 
upon,'. the process. immediately 
recommenced, and those states 
most gifted with natural 
resources, the will to rule, 
military prowess or capable 
leaders, have begun their climb 
to pre-eminence and the right to 
dominate, and .eventually to 
absorb, their weaker and less 
fortunate neighbours,. To-lay 
the process is more rapid and 
much wider in its scope, but 
otherwise little changed from 
the days. when ‘the Caesars con- 
quered continents and Romans 
were citizens of the world, or 
when Napoleon grouped all 
Europe under one flag. More 
recently, Prussia rose to power, 
master of the fates.of many 
races, She, too, was an exam- 
ple of the process of gradual 
aggrandisment and eventual 
disintegration and the diplomats 
at Versailles who drafted the 
treaty which once more redis- 
tributed Europe, were unable to 
do so in a manner that would 
assure everlasting peace. Cer- 
tainly the results of the fast 
ré-distribution have been less 
lasting since to-day no’ nation 
appeats willing to defend the 
boundaries they imposed Icss 
than a quarter of a century ago. 
As in the case of the Treaty of 
Vienna, Turope has not been 
long at peace before the neces- 
sity has arisen to defend the 
conditions imposed in 1918, and 
to try to end that process of 
assimilation and disintegration. 
Formerly the process took many 
decades, but since the Treaty 
of Versnilles it has taken but 26 
years; to-day Europe ‘is once 
again an. armed camp ‘in-

THE RICKSHA— 


By T. Paul Gregory 


HE ricksha has been called 
the symbol of the East. It 
is in fact, as much a part of 
Oriental life as incense, tea, and 
rice. But it ig more than this: it 
is’ a badge of the. grinding 
poverty which stamps the great 
masses of Oriental peoples; for 
it is only in those Jands where 
the scale of living is unduly low, 
and where there are vast quanti- 
ties of cheap labour that the 
ricksha flourishes. 


It certainly was not the intention 
of its inventor, the Rev, Jonathan 
Goble, Americun Baptist missionary 
in Yokohama and ex-marine under 
Commodore Perry, that the vehicle 
which he ‘devise’ back In 1869 to 
provide his invalid wife with airings, 
should be perverted into a business 
enterprise on a wholesale scale, and 
as a means of exploiting the coolie 
as well. Fate, however, decided 
otherwise, und the vehicle which he 
created spread with preat rapidity 
into those, regions of the globe where 
transportation Is both. backward and 
primitive. From Japan it was in: 
troduced into Hongkong and Shan 
hai und from thence into practically 
every city dnd town In-the Rast. 'To- 
day there is scarcely a community 
which does not have its quota of 
rickshas, and the number of men en 
#oged in the industry in China ex- 
eeeds that of any ofher, If ‘one 
counts not only the indispensable 
pullers, but also the vast numbers of 
labourers engaged in ricksha manu- 
facture and repair, the swarms of 
agents, contractors, ele. concerned 
in Its exploitation, the total number is 
believed to exceed the million mark. 


Inevitable Stigma 


There Is, morcover, an inevitable 
stigma attached to the vocation of 


again have slowly and painfully 
won independence, and whose 
very life blood is Versailles, It 
would appear that Europe is 
ready to face the same solution, 
watch the process, of growth 
and anticipate another debacle 
before another distribution. 
England, cither by reason of her 
isolation, her good luck, or her

It is cer= 
at least, that Germany, 
rapidly rebuilding her prestige 
and power in Europe,. will not 
long delay in extending her aims 
beyond the continent.

being. called upon to make a 
difficult decision. Her desire 
for peace is undoubted, but ‘her 
good senso should Indicates that 
to taka a firm etand at once is 
the better. policy..* Mr.“ Anthony 
Eden will find many. sympa- 


ricksha pulling, and before a Chi- 
nese Will submit to becoming one of 
these mo-met-ma, or “tnllless horses" 
he has exhausted practieally every 
possible means of employment. But 
the numbers of destitute farmers, 
petty artisans and labourers who 
crowd into the cities each year are 
so formidable that there Is no dearth 
of recrulis. Hunger Is the = grim 
master which drives them into the 
ranks of an over-crowded profession, 
and unhappily, too, it is fated taut 
many should fall victims to ruthless 
exploitation. . 


Although it requires only wood 
wind anda sturdy pair of legs to pull 
nu ricksha, it is imperative that one 
find a vehicle to pull, This fs the 
crux of the problem. To get a rick- 
sha one must either buy or rent it. 
It is obviously impossible for a 
poverty-stricken coolie to purchase a 
vehicle outright, and often as not he 
is down to his Inst few cents, so it is 
diMcult to rent one, Then how Is he 
going to manage? To rent a Vehicle 
from a riekshn honz requiries, ins 
addition to the 55 cents fee charged 
in most Chinese cities for a working 
day of 12 hours, a character refer- 
enee ond guarantee as well, 


In despatr he turns to the ricksha 
fco-sz-lel, or “middlemen” and these 
Individuals are willing to advance 
the coolie enough to pay for the first 
day’s rental and also procure him a 
steady ricksha to pull. For this 
they usually require oa specified 
umount of ch’a-ts'in, or “tea-moncy” 
per day as a gort of “service fee” and 
frequently demand that those who 
avail themselves of these offices, pay 
approximately $5.00 per month as a 
sort of general “retaining fee’ Oc- 
castonally, as a special inducement 
certaln individuals ‘wilt offer to 


~mnaice a‘tonn of say $20 or so,-on- the 


condition that the applicant will rent 
tiekshas from the creditor, and. shall 
under no condition pull vehicles for 
any competing hong, This {fs to as- 
sure an adequate labour supply; for 
a ricksha, in order to be a profitable 
investment for its owner must have 
stendy pullers, Two coolles are 
found, one to pull during the day, 
and another during the night, and so 
the ricksha js kept In service for 24 
hours dally. Lest one should gain 
the idea that the relatlonship be- 
tween “middleman” and client Js 
entirely altrulstle, it should be ob- 
served that {it is nothing more than 
a “hard-boiled” business transaction 
that ‘allegedly savours of exploita- 
tion; for not only must the coolic 
pay the rental fee demanded, but he 
must pay uny fines imposed by the 
police, should the puller unwittingly 
commit some traMc violation or other 
fault. He fs also expected to pay for 
‘any damage done to the vehicle as a

He must, also fecd and clothe him- 
self, and pay rental for the “flop” in 
the doss house where he sleeps.’ He 
has perhaps a family or relatives 
whom he wants to‘support,  Pro- 
bably, too, he has other loans which 
he must repay. His jress income of 
perhaps a dollny or so per day, with 
nn occasional $2.00 in case of Incle- 
ment weather just barcly manages 
to keep him; for usually he begins 
with more obligations than he can 
ever hope to meet, The sad result 
fs that he “finds himself working 
harder and harder, with the terrlfy- 
ing aspect before him of never being 
quite out of debt. These ycars of 
toll are for~the poor coolle miser- 
nble; but for the ricksha owners on 
the other hand, they are eminently 
satisfactory, ns far ag their profits 
are concerned as the following will 
show; ; 

“It is estimated that the average 
investment in a rickshu is about $70. 
The official rental fee in Chinese 
cities Is stated to average about 55c.

His Every-Day Life 

A little space might be given toa 
discussion ‘of the every day tile of 
the average public ricksha coolle. 
The normal conditions of his work 
require that each puller os he walks 
nbout the streets between the shafts 
of bis vehicle keep a sharp look-out 
for possible fargs. He must, more- 
over, be quick on his foct, Iest some 
one of the rivols in the professton 
nets there first In the usual mad 

samble for “pick ups." dust as 
scon as a passenger steps aboard, 
and states his destination, the puller 
must keep on running no matter how 
far the distance or whut the state of 
the weather. Consequently, when 
he has completed his twelve hour shift 
with intervals for meals sandwiched 
somehow during the time, he returns 
dend«tired to his bunts in the doss- 
house, He is not, however, without 
his amusements, but these are gener- 
ally gambling pastimes, and If the 
coolie $s “down on his tuck’ he 
generally runs deeper into debt than 
ever, 
The Hfe of the puller of a privote 
riekshn on the other hand ts entirely 
different. He is the reciplent of a 
fixed monthly wage and his working 
hours depend solely upon the whim 
of his employer. Usually he has 
much leisure, and no wonder his 
hard-worldng bréthren between the 
shafts of the public vehicles regard 
him with envy. Private = ricksha 
Jpullers tre comparatively ° few, 
npgreguting only about 10 per cent. 
of the total number engaged in the 

rofession. 

Undoubtedly the future will see 
the proadual disnppearance ,of all 
rickshag, both puble and private, and 
the ricksha coolies of the present 
may hope eventually to be absorbed, 
into the Industrlal fabric of the new 
China, while the ricksha itself will 
be relegated to limbo as a- symbol 
of .an unhappy past, ‘

“On the other hand, doctors tell us 
that men doing a great amount of 
brain work, Involving a tremendous 
strain on nervous system, do well to 
restrict their muscular exertions, 


“It fs," said a Harley Street 
physician to me one day, “like a 
cask with two taps. If you deplete 
the cask through the tap of mental 
exertion, and ‘at the same time 
through the tap of physical exertion, 
the stock of nervous eneryy will soon 
come to an end.” : 


Literary celebrities arc seldom 
noted for a love of exercise, Yet 
they work hard and attain a good 
old age—like Thomas Hardy. The 
author of “Tess” and other world- 
famous novels was at work to within 
a short time of his death at 87, Yet 
he never was known: to take part in 
outdoor sports. He was a good 
clubman, and loved attending social 
functions; but, except for a little 
gentle walking, ‘the “great outdoors” 
Itnew him not. Mr. G. B. Shaw, too, 
has publicly stated thal his recrea- 
tions are “anything except sport." 
He is 81. 


The Personal Factor 


A noted octogenarinn who despised 
exercise was the late Sir John le 
Sage. He passed his time between 
his home in Clement's Inn and his 
office In Fleet Street, though he 
would sometimes find his way as far 
ns Lord's cricket ground—to look on. 
He lived to past 80, and worked up 
to the time of his death. 


Yet not all men of the pen have 
despised violent exercise. Charles 
Darwin had a passion for fox-hunt- 
ing; so had Anthony Trollope. Sir 
Arthur Conan-Doyle played cricket, 
and rode, and was a fair amateur 
boxer.-Dickens was & tremendous 
walker—though he seldom took part 
in any set gamcs—while his con- 
temporary, Thackeray confined him- 
self to a gentic stroll along “the 
sweet shady side of Pail Mall.” 
Charles Reade was an oarsman of 
rome prowess, at any rate in his 
Oxford days. . 

Of painters, Sir Willtam Orpen 
took no exercise at all; but Mr. A, 
J. Munnings not only paints horses, 
but rides them.

Despised Indian Herb 
As Substitute 


RELIEF OF ASTHMA 


A year ago there were fears of a 
famine In a drug which Js recognised 
iby the medical profession as of great 
value in the treatment of asthma. 
‘This drug, ephedrine, a standard for 
which fs laid down In the Pharma- 
copocin, is obtauincd. from a herb 
which grows wild in China and also 
in Spain, . 


None has been obtainable from 
Spain since the elvil war began, and 
ay the small district ‘of China in 


of hostilities, In the carly part of the 
Japanese campalgn, even that part of 
the growing crop) which was not 
downtrodden by the troops could not 
be collected, says a Daily Telegraph 
correspondent, 


The consequence of this stoppage 


[of supplics of raw material was that 


the price of ephedrine, soared towards 
famine figures, and ~ manufacturer. 
scoured {he world's warehouses for 
hidden stocks of the raw material. 
The price of the alkaloid remained 
nt four times the normal over a con- 
siderable period, but a famine was 
averted and the ‘Jarge autumn and 
winter demand was met.

DEPOTS CLOSED 


Only 5,000 Horses 
Left In Service 


Mechanisation of the Army and the 
reduction in the number of horses 
required for military purposes have 
led to the closing down of the two 
remount depots at Arborfield, near 
Teading,, und Melton Mowbray, 


Leicestershire. 


From 1924 onwards, the number of 
horses in use in the Army has 
{allen from 21,000 to just over 5,000. 
to-dny, only two cavalry _ regiments 
remaln—the Royal Dragoons and 
the Greys—and apart from the 
Houschold regiments ‘and a few 
Yeomanry units, te Army has no 
moye use for the horse in this coun- 


try. In recent years thousands have 
been sold or otherwise’ disposed of 


With the closing of remount depots 
farrlers, grooms and other ‘civilians 
employed there have been thrown 
back on.the Inbour market. Because 
there are fewer horses in usc 
generally, they -have found new 
employment very dificult to get. 
Many of them have become chauf- 
fours or gardeners. 


In 1923 the strength of the Army 
Veterinary Corps was 640, including 
433 clvilians. ‘To-day it is only 116. 
Most of these are on duty at 
Weedon.

HE belief that most artists were 
Bohemian Idlers dies hard. -One 
has only to study the lives of the 
world’s greatest painters to detect 
the fallacy. 

Very few of the Immortnis wero 
blessed with soctal or pecuniary ad- 
vantages. It is recorded of most of 
them tht they seldom hnd time or 
money in the carly days for a holl- 
day. 

Michelangelo worked for years 
together without thought of a vaca- 
tlon. He attributed his aptitude for 
hurd work to his spare method of 
living. A little brend and wine sus- 
tained him for many hours a day; he 
frequently rose in. the middle of tho 
night to occupy himself at the easel, 

On these occasions he fixed a 
candle Into the pasteboard cap he 
wore upon his head, saying that the 
arrangement served a double pur- 
pose. It eft his hands free for 
work, and it prevented his own 
shadow trom falling across the work. 

He slept in his clothes so as to be 
ready to resumo labours immediate- 
ly on awaking. When a friend sug- 
yested he should take a holiday ho 
spent cight months In the marble 
quarries at Carrara choosing, ma- 
terial for n new tomb commissioned 
for a Pope. 

In carly manhood, to make himself 
a proficient artist he spent days 
studying anatomy by dissecting. dea 
bodies. It is said that this practice 
so injured his stomach that for the 
rest of his He he could not eat or 
drink with proft. 


Not an Idle Day 


Cluude Lorraine was another are 
Ust who could seldom be enticed 
away from hls work. He vowed he 
would not ‘spend un idle day until 
he hail ecarncd for himself a fore- 
most place among landscape pain- 
ters, 

Employed in the house of Agostino 
Tassi, himself a landscape artist, he 
spent hours every day for fifteen 
years copying closely buildings, 
trees, leaves, flowers, and clouds. 
Sometimes he would -watch, the sky 
for whole days, noting the shape. of 
passing clouds and the Increasing 
and waning Nght. 

Turner—the Engilsh Claude Lor- 
rainc—was Iike his great predeces- 
sor. For the first thirty years of his 
life he refused to break his regular 
routine. He used to hire himself out 
at half a crown a time when school 
holidays came round to wash jn 
skies In Indian ink on other people's 
drawings, getting his supper at close 
of day in the bargain. 

This artist of the open air, paln- 
ter of sunsets, surely “the hollday- 
makers’ artist,” saw ttle of the 
countryside In carly days. His 
father was a barber, holiday time 
was the rush period, and young 
Turner had to turh his hand» to 
lathering as well as painting. 

There was no time for holiday- 
making in Hogarth's youth. This 
future genius was too xreat a dullard 
at’ lessons to merit” any, for ‘one 
thing; for another, - hls whole time 
was filled with the desire to achieve 
proficiency, 

“True painting,” he sald, “can be 
learned in only one school, and that 
school is kept by Nature.” So he 
trained himself to commit — to 
memory the features of every face 
he saw, sometimes sketching on his 
thumbenail a type that particularly 
impressed, Hence {t is that Ho- 
garth’s pictures are so true a 
memorini of the manners, charac- 


“ters, and even the thoughts of the 


times In which he lived, 
From Weaver. to Painter 


Gainsborough was another hard 
worker. His holiday In youth were 
spent in weaving, for his father was 
a .cloth-worker, and the son wag 
destined for the family vocation. It 
is sald that he vowed he would not 
Indulge in ‘pleasure of rny kind un- 
til he had achleved the honour of 
being halled as a painter of por- 
traits. Recognition was slow in 
coming, and it was a long tlme be- 
fore the young man earned the right 
te take his first holliday. : 

Opie and Romney, Nke Inigo 
Jones, were carpenters, and Barry 
an Irish sajlor boy, while Reynolds, 
WHkle, and. Wilson were the sons of 
clergymen. Martin was a conach- 
pulnter and Lawrence the son of a 
poor publican. There was seldom 
enough margin to allow of on an- 
nual holittay, and, in any case, Ife 
was short and fame fleeting. 

Not much of the Bohemian idler 
about the world’s great painters, If 
anybody earned a holiday, they did,
